About the Constitution During the January 27th House Meeting, House Members 
voted on ammendments to the constitution. The results 
are as follows: 

1) Each member is required to attend six activities per 
semester or they shall be asked to leave for the next 
year. : 

2) Active participation in any of the newly formed house 
committees will be equivalent to attending a house pro- 
gram. 

3) If any student has extreme conflicts with house func- 
tions he/she should inform either the president or vice- 
president of their circumstances prior to the tenth week 
of the semester. Adjustments will be made to accommodate 
each member as much as possible. If no such attempt is 
made, he/she should expect no leniency from the screening 
committee, 

4) It is each person's own responsibility to sign the list 
at every activity he/she attends, Seven days will be 
allowed following each house activity for each member to 
insure the fact that his/her name was included. Follow- 
ing the week grace period, no adjustments will be made,
